General elections are held on the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday in November of

Counties Under 500,000 <=> Registration Re= 
quired = Exceptions (Par® 153.1 Ch® 1;6, Illi¬ 
nois Revised Statutes,, Section 1®) Except as 
hereinafter provided, it shall b e unlawful for 
any person residing in a county containing a 
population of less than 500,000 to vote at any 
primary, general or special election at which 
any state officers are to be nominated or 
elected unless such person is at the time of 
such election a registered voter under the 
provisions of this Act® 

The provisions of this Act shall not 
apply to electors voting in any city, village,, 
incorporated town,, park district, school dis¬ 
trict, drainage district, township, road dis= 
trict or sanitary district election,, or to 
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electors residing in cities, villages and in- 
corporated towns in this State which have 
adopted "An Act regulating the holding of 
elections and declaring the result thereof 
in cities, villages and incorporated towns 
in this State® *' approved June 19, 1885 S as 
amended® 

Qualifications for Registration - Resi~ 
dence. (Par® 153*2, Ch® U6, R«So) 2® No 
person shall be entitled to b e registered in 
and from any precinct unless such person shall 
by the date of the election next following have 
resided in the State one year,, within the 
County ninety days, and within the precinct 
thirty days and be otherwise qualified to vote

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A BIT OF HISTORY 

DeWitt County is situated near the center 
of the state 3 the geographical center of Illi¬ 
nois being located but a few miles from the 
southern boundary. Its greatest length from 
east to west is thirty miles and from north to 
south sixteen miles, and it contains an area 
of hl% square miles. 

The first land entries were made the third 
day of November $ 182?$ as follows? James K. 
Scott entered the East Half of the Northeast 
Quarter of Section Twenty-sevens and Samuel P. 
Glenn the East Half of the Southwest Quarter of 
Section Twenty-sixj both being in Town Twenty- 
one 9 Range One. 

The history of DeWitt County differs from 
that of many sister counties in that its pio¬ 
neers became permanent settlers. The first 
settlers in the present boundaries: of DeWitt 
County were Zion Shugari, Edom Shugart and 
their mother f Elisha Butler and his wife, and 
John Coppenbarger. The party arrived in what 
is now Section Seven, Tunbridge Township, on 
October 29$ 182U. 

The territory now embraced by DeWitt Coun¬ 
ty was first a part of Sangamon County$ which s 
in the early history of the State, included all 
the northern part of Illinois. Later it became 
a part of Tazewell County, which was again di¬ 
vided $ and this territory was placed in Macon 
and McLean Counties. Through the effort of Hon. 
James Allen of Bloomington, the legislature in 
1839$ passed an act organizing DeWitt County $ 
from territory taken from the counties of Macon 
and McLean^ the county line between these two 
counties running four miles south of the present 
northern boundary of DeWitt County. 
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On March 1, 1839# an election was held for 
county officers 5 and for permanent location of 
a county seat# when four hundred ninety “three 
votes were east® The founders of Marion (now 
DeWitt) were as ambitious as their neighbors in 
Clinton for the location of the county seat and 
a contest resulted in the following vote? 

Clinton - 313 and Marion - 180® 

The civil government of the County of 
DeWitt was conducted by boards of County Comm¬ 
issioners# consisting of three members from 
the date of its organizations May 1.5# 1839, to 
December 1# l8U9o The administrative duties 
then devolved on County Courts# composed of one 
County Judge and two associate justices® 

In 1859, the present system# government of 
the county be a Board of Supervisors# superceded 
the county court# and has conducted the affairs 
of the county ever since® The Board is now com¬ 
posed of thirteen supervisors and two assistant 
supervisors® 

The Board of Commissioners held their first 
meeting on May 1^# 1839# at Clinton® The first 
orders made by the b oard had reference to a po¬ 
litical subdivision of the county into six pre¬ 
cincts s to wits Sangamon* Mount Pleasant* Mar¬ 
ion* Clinton* Long Point# and New Castle. Later 
the board organized a seventh precinct - Waynes- 
ville - from parts of New Castle and Long Point® 

Henry Dishon contracted for the building 
of a court house# to be completed by September, 
1839 # and for which the county was to pay the 
sum of sixteen hundred four dollars® The court 
house was completed# as contracted for# and was 
received by the commissioners on the second of 
September® 
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The second court house was completed and 
received by the board in June* 18U9® 

The first Board of Supervisors took charge 
of the government of the county on June 6# 1859® 
This Board consisted ofs George A® Hume# Wapel- 
la# Chairmanj Wilson Allen# Texasj B® G® Lisenby# 
Creekj Hiram Chandler# Nixonj A® A® Eads# Barn¬ 
ett $ W® Bo Smith# Clintoniaj John D® Hutchin# 
Tunbridgej James Millmore# Harpj Edward 0® Day# 
DeWittj Thomas C® Robb# Waynesvillej C® S® Cain# 
Wilsonj R® R® Knight# Santa Annaj Jonathan Pear¬ 
son# Rutledge® 

On August 10# 1839# the first session of 
the Probate Court was held# being presided over 
by Fleming G® Paine® 

The first term of the Circuit Court was 
held on October 2U# 1839, with the Hon® Samuel 
T® Treat sitting on the bench® D® B® Campbell 
was the State’s Attorney. 

On October 13# 185U, the first issue of the 
first paper published in DeWitt County# made its 
appearance® ;• It was called The DeWitt Courier® 

The first school of record was kept on 
Jacob Coppenbarger’s farm in Tunbridge Town¬ 
ship in the year 1829® 

The first society or "church meeting" was 
organized and held in the year 1829 at the home 
of Judge William Lowery# one and one-half miles 
east of Kenney. 

WAYNESVILLE - The oldest town of DeWitt 
County was platted and two plats filed on June 
U# 1832o It was named in honor of General 
Anthony Wayne# and at this time was a part of 
McLean County® In the fall of 1863 the town 


was incorporated as a village under a general 
act of the legislature. 

CLINTON - The first village plat was made 
October 3, 1836, by James Allen and Jesse M. 
Fell# It was named in honor of DeWitt Clinton, 
former governor of New York* Steps taken toward 
incorporating the town of Clinton were in the 
fall of 18^3, the village then containing but a 
few hundred inhabitants. 

FARMER CITY - The town of Mount Pleasant, 
now Farmer City, was laid out January 23 9 1837. 
The name was changed to Fanner City by popular 
vote in 1868* 

WAPELLA - This town was laid out by David 
A. Neal in the fall of 185U, the first lots be¬ 
ing sold the next spring* Neal was then vice- 
president of the Illinois Central Railroad and 
gave it a name, and it was first spelled Wapell- 
ah. The question of moving the county seat from 
Clinton to Wapella was voted in 1857 and again 
in 1879 but the effort failed. The meeting for 
incorporating the town was held on the 9th day 
of February, 1867* 

KENNEY - The original town plat contained 
forty acres and was laid out by Moses Kenney in 
1871. The village was incorporated in the fall 
of 1875, when six trustees and a clerk were 
elected* 

HALLSVILLE - This village was platted in 
1871 by Jonathan Hall* The first home was moved 
from Tunbridge Township that fall* The DeWitt 
County Nursing Home adjoins the village on the 
northwest* 

WELDON - This town was placed on record in 
the fall of 1873 although it was surveyed and 
platted in the spring of 1872. The town was 
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named in honor of Lawrence Weldon* The first 
house was built by C* S* Lisenby in 1872* The 
post office was established in 1873o 

LANE ~ As the post office is called., was 
surveyed on February 5$ 1873 9 on land owned by 
Tillman Lane* It contained three blocks of 
eight lots each® 

MIDLAND CITY - It was laid out and platted 
in the interest of Robert Black in 1875 and was 
first named Dunham* The Midland Railroad Comp^ 
any was in favor of retaining the old name, but 
Mr* Black succeeded in carrying the day and 
hence the old sign Dunham was taken down and
